Public input sought to 

assess forest resources 



January is an extremely impor- 
tant “check-point” in spring heifer 
development programs. The key 
to proper heifer development lies 
in understanding the factors that 
influence conception in yearling 
heifers. One key factor regulating 
heifer fertility is age at puberty. 
Most producers don’t consider 
age at puberty of their heifers to 
be a major problem, yet few know 
how many heifers are actually 
cyclic at the beginning of the 
breeding season. 

A Nebraska study demon- 
strated that the proportion of heif- 
ers that were pubertal on the first 
day of the breeding season var- 
ied greatly over 5 consecutive 
years in a single herd. The per- 
centage of heifers that were pu- 
bertal on the first day of the breed- 
ing season ranged from only 21 
percent to as high as 64 percent 
over the 5 -year period. For maxi- 
mum fertility and reproductive 
performance, heifers must have 
had at least one estrus before the 
beginning of the breeding season. 
Our goal then is to incorporate 
reproductive management tech- 
niques to reduce the age of pu- 
berty, increase fertility and 
shorten the interval to conception. 

One of the largest factors re- 
sponsible for regulating puberty 
in heifers is weight. For puberty 
to occur, heifers must weigh at 
least 65 percent of their mature 



weight. This weight is referred to 
as their target weight. Most heifer 
development programs require 
that heifers reach their target 
weight by the onset of their first 
breeding season. Because fertil- 
ity increases until the third estrus 
after puberty, heifers should reach 
their target weight at least 30 days 
before the start of the breeding 
season which is referred to as the 
target date. 

January is the time to deter- 
mine if your heifers are “on 
track.” Most yearling heifers will 
need to reach a target weight of 
700 to 800 pounds by mid- April 
to ensure high fertility, assuming 
that the heifer breeding season 
starts in about mid-May. Weigh 
your heifers to determine how 
much they have left to gain to 
reach their target weight. If the 
heifers weighed on average 600 
pounds and their target weight is 
750 pounds, then they will need 
to gain 150 pounds or 1.5 to 1.6 
pounds each day to reach their 
target weight by mid- April. Heif- 
ers should reach a body condition 
score of 5.0 to 5.5 by their target 
date. 

The next important phase in 
heifer development occurs one 
month prior to the start of the 
breeding season. At this time, 
heifers should be vaccinated 
(Vibrio fetus, Leptospirosis, and 
the respiratory disease complex 



which includes PI3, BRSV, BVD 
and IBR; modified-live vaccine is 
preferred), de wormed and pelvic 
area measured. Heifers with small 
pelvic areas and especially large 
heifers with small pelvic areas 
tend to have greater difficulty 
calving. Now is the time to con- 
tact your local veterinarian to 
schedule this pre-breeding work. 

Producers should consider es- 
trus synchronization and/or arti- 
ficial insemination. Estrus syn- 
chronization and artificial insemi- 
nation have many advantages 
which include: higher pregnancy 
rates; heavier, more uniform 
calves at weaning; increased pro- 
duction and labor efficiency. The 
greatest advantage of artificial 
insemination is the ability to use 
superior, more predictable sires. 
Since a majority of calving prob- 
lems in a herd occur when calv- 
ing first-calf heifers, it seems only 
logical to synchronize and artifi- 
cially inseminate your heifers to 
proven calving ease bulls. Con- 
tact your local artificial insemi- 
nation technician to schedule a 
time to breed your heifers. 

Proper heifer development is 
one of the key components to 
profitability in a beef cattle op- 
eration. Understanding the prin- 
ciples of heifer development can 
enable producers to incorporate 
management techniques to im- 
prove the efficiency of the opera- 
tion. Resource: Les Anderson, 
UK beef specialist.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 26 
— The Kentucky Division of 
Forestry (KDF) is encouraging 
citizens to complete an online 
survey to determine the trends 
and threats to Kentucky’s forest 
resources. The survey will 
complement a statewide forest 
resource assessment and action 
plan currently being developed 
by KDF to help guide the future 
of Kentucky’s forests. 

“The survey will help us pri- 
oritize the issues facing rural and 
urban forests,” said Leah 
MacSwords, Division of For- 
estry director. “Natural resource 
agencies, governments, groups 
and citizens who share a concern 
for Kentucky’s forests will ben- 
efit from the assessment; there- 
fore, participants from all these 
groups is crucial in determining 
major forestry issues in Ken- 
tucky.” 

The online survey will allow 
the public to provide different 
viewpoints regarding various 
forestry related issues and the 
importance of these issues. Some 
of the concerns already identified 
by KDF include the need for 
proper forest management, re- 
duction of wildfires, and the pre- 



vention of destructive insects, 
disease and invasive plant spe- 
cies. 

Other forestry related issues 
for Kentuckians to consider in- 
clude: 

•The role of forests in seques- 
tering carbons and reducing 
greenhouse gases; 

•The potential for forests to 
improve our economy by diver- 
sifying Kentucky’s forest prod- 
ucts industry; 

•The possibility of using for- 
ests as an alternative and renew- 
able source of energy; 

•The need to prevent forest 
fragmentation and improve 
land=use planning; 

•The importance of forests in 
providing social benefits such as 
outdoor recreation and aesthet- 
ics; 

•And the necessity of forests 
in providing clean water, clean 
air, healthy soils and wildlife 
habitat.

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Bureaucrats could learn from beavers

While walking on Riverside 
Drive on a recent Saturday enjoy- 
ing the spring-like weather, I de- 
cided to take a stroll along the 
river. The area from the mouth of 
Twenty-Two Hollow to the swing- 
ing bridge was an area where I 
spent a lot of time growing up. 

During those days, Joe Helton 
was water superintendent, and 
lived at the water plant. His son, 
Charlie (aka “Little Charlie”), and 
I were very good friends and spent 
the summer days riding bikes, 
playing marbles, swimming and 
fishing. 

Charlie always had access to 
his dad’s boat, which he kept tied 
at the pump station just above the 
“new bridge.” What time we were 
not fishing, we would check other 
people’s trot lines just to see if 
they had caught anything. 

I never thought about it at the 
time, but those trot lines were not 
just for sport; they provided food 
for the table in the early 1940s. 
We never took anything off the 
lines except every now and then, 
we would find a “water dog” on 
one of the lines, so we would take 
it off to look at it. (To this day, I 
do not know what a water dog is, 
or if they inhabit the river. It is for 
sure I have not seen one in years. 
To us boys, they resembled some 
type of prehistoric animal.) 

Back to my stroll down the 
river bank. This is the area where 
beavers built a dam last summer. 
To my surprise, the beavers are 
still here, and from the number of 
trees they have cut down, there 
must be quite a few of them. I 
found all kinds of small willows, 
maples and water birch trees cut 



and hauled away with nothing left 
but a pile of shavings. 

The largest was the water birch 
pictured above. This cut tree fas- 
cinated me. The beavers had cut 
around the tree, leaving only a 
two-inch spike holding up the tree. 
To do this, they had to determine 
just how much to trim from each 
side so the tree would stand per- 
fectly balanced on the diminutive 
two-inch spike. 

Then, with the skill of an engi- 
neer or experienced lumberjack, 
they felled the tree so it would 
land at the edge of the river, mak- 
ing it easily available to use in 
their dam when needed. Evi- 
dently, the birch bark is a delicacy 
because they had stripped the bark 
from most of the log. 

I have never seen beavers at 



work, but I can imagine those little 
fellows lining up that tree, stand- 
ing on their tails and all together 
pushing so the tree would fall 
where they wanted - and being 
smart enough not to let it fall on 
one of them! I do not know how 
long it took the beavers to cut that 
birch, but people who have 
watched them say it takes a very 
short time for one to cut a tree that 
size. 

The government could learn 
from beavers, because they know 
how to get a job done with no red 
tape! In this case, they made the 
decision to cut the above tree, trim 
it, eat the bark from it, have it 
available for their use in their dam, 
and leave a pile of shavings 
around the trunk for mulch to help 
the sprouts grow! This is what I 



call efficiency. 

Have you thought how long it 
would take you to cut that tree on 
the river bank today? First you 
would have to contact the Corps 
of Engineers. They would have to 
do a study of the area, thus requir- 
ing a survey to determine if the 
tree is in the flood plane. After 
months of study and the expense 
of a survey, you would be advised 
to contact your local county flood 
plain coordinator to check the 
FEMA flood insurance maps. 
(This area is on map panel 
0170C.) 

The above procedures would 
take months. If you have not been 
stopped by these first stages, you 
would move on in the process to 
the mother of all agencies - the 
EPA.

FSA begins issuing 
Tobacco Transition 
Program payments 

SDA Farm Service Agency 
announce has begun issuing more 
than $162 million in Tobacco 
Transition Payment Program 
(TTPP) payments to quota hold- 
ers and producers in Kentucky. 
Payments for 2009 and subse- 
quent year payments will be made 



every January 15. 

The Fair and Equitable To- 
bacco Reform Act of 2004, signed 
into law by President Bush in 
October 2004, established the 
Tobacco Transition Payment Pro- 
gram, which provides annual pay- 
ments for 10 years from 2005 
through 2014 to eligible tobacco 
quota holders and producers. The 
program provides 10 equal annual 
payments to quota holders and 
producers. 



Approximately $4.7 billion 
will be paid to tobacco quota 
holders and producers with this 
fifth round of payments. 

USDA does not make lump 
sum TTPP payments to quota 
holders and producers. However, 
quota holders and producers can 
enter into successor-in-interest 
contracts beginning January 15, 
2009, which would enable them 
to receive lump-sum payments 
from private entities by selling the 
remaining five Tobacco Transi- 
tion Payment Program Payments.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

On Jan. 22-23, I had an op- 
portunity to go to Frankfort, 
where I attended the Kentucky 
for Better Transportation Confer- 
ence. Secretary Joe Prather was 
there and spoke about our future 
in transportation. Gov. Steve 
Beshear was the luncheon 
speaker, and he spoke about the 
difficult budget times. 

I did personally thank Secre- 
tary Prather for having Hwy. 364 
repaired in late November. Had 
it not been repaired, it would 
have become impassable this 
winter. District 10 is keeping an 
eye on this road to make sure it 
is maintained. 

I also want to thank District 
10 for following up on Hwy. 437. 
In November, three miles of it 
was resurfaced. We asked for 
shouldering, and they came back 
and put a nice 18-inch gravel 
shoulder. 

The bad news is that for 2009, 
the state has cut the Rural Sec- 
ondary Road Program by more 
than $100,000, which will result 
in less paving on state routes. 

I also learned that the state 
will not be sending as much to 
our County Road Aid. All coun- 
ties will receive cuts in these ar- 
eas. We use these funds to buy 
rock, blacktop and help us to pay 
for the $4 million debt from 2000 
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and 2001. 

We had four employees to re- 
tire from the road department. To 
cover our commitment, we will 
not hire back these positions right 
away. 

The hope is that our new 
president will pass a stimulus 
package that will put money into 
transportation. 

In February, I will be attend- 
ing a conference with the Coal 
Coalition counties, and we will 
try to convince Frankfort law- 
makers that we need to hold to- 
gether and support our coal in- 
dustry. Sometime that month, I 
will report back to you, the citi- 
zens, about our discussion on 
these issues. 

Lawmakers will again take up 
business on Feb. 3. They usually 
always address education. I hope 
that we can convince them that 
our teachers need their help, as 
well as our cooks, custodians, 
bus drivers, teacher aides and 
office personnel. 

We must do all that we can to 
protect our youth and their rights 
to a good education - and that 
takes the whole system working 
together. Can you imagine how 
kids would get to school without 
bus drivers, what they would eat 
without cooks, the diseases that 
would be in the schools without 
custodians and maintenance 
people doing their jobs, and all 
of the support staff of the office 
personnel and aides? 

We need to take care of our 
K-12 teachers. They are the ones 
who take the time to work with 
students and help their minds to 
develop and grow into those of 
successful adults.

portunity here tonight. Kentucky 
stands on the cusp of opportunity, 
and we must restore our hope and 
spirit. This is the first day of the 
rest of our lives.” 

Following Lovely’s com- 
ments, MSU at West Liberty Di- 
rector Jonell Tobin introduced 
MSU President Wayne Andrews 
to discuss the university’s role in 
the regional community-building 
process. 

“MSU is heavily invested in 
Eastern Kentucky,” Andrews 
said. “Our students and staff 
come primarily from this region, 
and we desire to be a strong part- 
ner to their communities.

Topix Website Seen As 
A Drawback 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
took the opportunity to denounce 
an infamous website — labeled by 
most as a blight on the commu- 
nity — during a discussion of per- 
ceived community problems. 

Topix, a California-based 
website, hosts discussion boards 
for cities across the United 
States, including West Liberty. 
Some in the community have 
participated in discussions on the 
West Liberty board since late 
summer 2008, many of a scurril- 
ous nature posted by people us- 
ing ananymous names, that have 
raised libel and privacy issues. 

“Topix is something every- 
body knows about,” Conley said. 
“Nobody wants to speak of it, 
though. Comments on this 
website have caused many fights 
and split up homes, and even 
caused damage to some children 
in our school system. In my opin- 
ion, some of the messages on this 
discussion board are a huge 
threat to our county.” 

Conley’s comments were met 
with agreement from forum par- 
ticipants, though no one posed 
any suggestions regarding the 
situation. 

Before adjournment, a draw- 
ing for a framed picture taken by 
local photographer Dean Hill was 
won by local business owner 
Bonnie McKenzie.

Last week marked an extraor- 
dinary day in the history of the 
Kentucky General Assembly; an 
Eastern Kentuckian was elected 
as Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, along two other 
mountain representatives who 
gained top leadership positions. 

Floyd Countian Greg Stumbo, 
a longtime state legislator and 
former attorney general, familiar 
to many of us for years, was cho- 
sen by his peers to lead the State 
House, ousting Jody Richards of 
Bowling Green. Richards, a de- 
cent and honorable man, but vac- 
illating leader, had reached the 
point where it was time for him 
to leave center stage. 

Stumbo will provide the per- 
fect protagonist to Republican 
Senate President David Will- 
iams, a gifted and skilled politi- 
cian for whom Jody was no 
match. Stumbo and Williams 
have a long history with one an- 
other. Both entered the legisla- 
ture around the same time and 
both were law school classmates 
at the University of Louisville. 

Also, Greg and David both 
hail from rural Kentucky and 
have achieved certain reputa- 
tions, at times controversial, for 
their political savvy and tough- 
ness. Such polar leadership 
should keep both parties on their 
toes, and in the end, benefit the 
people of the Commonwealth. 

But the importance of a 
Speaker of the House who hails 
from Prestonsburg should not be 
lost on those of us in the moun- 
tains. It has been many moons 



since one of the two top legisla- 
tive positions was held by some- 
one from east of 1-75.

In addition to Speaker 
Stumbo, Rep. Rocky Adkins of 
Sandy Hook in Elliott County 
retained his position as House 
Majority Floor Leader and Rep. 
John Will Stacy of West Liberty 
in Morgan County was elected 
House Majority Whip. Rep. 
Adkins has emerged as a compe- 
tent and compelling voice for 
energy issues, namely the coal 
industry. Rep. Stacy is a thought- 
ful and capable legislator who 
will do well in his position. 

While protecting the interests 
of Eastern Kentucky, the “moun- 
tain boys” can also serve to work 
to move to tackle the tough is- 
sues of taxation and revenue that 
must be addressed to truly move 
the state forward. Senate Presi- 
dent Williams and the GOP have 
been for the most part obstruc- 
tionists in any real dialogue to- 
ward improving the budget situ- 
ation. 

The Courier- Journal recently 
opined that Williams “doesn’t 
just refuse to try to alleviate 
Kentucky’s budget crisis. He 
gives the impression that he 
doesn’t even take the problem 
seriously.” 

The same editorial asked fur- 
ther, “...How can [cigarette 
sales] be placed ahead of 
Kentucky’s schools and univer- 
sities, its poor and elderly, the 
sick and mentally impaired — all 
of whom are suffering as a result 



of a severe shortage of state 
funds? 

As has previously been advo- 
cated in this column, it is time for 
Kentucky to raise our cigarette 
tax to at least achieve parity with 
surrounding states. 

Make no mistake about it, the 
Commonwealth is crying out for 
the kind of smart, pragmatic and 
people-oriented approach that 
our new House leaders can pro- 
vide. 

The “mountain boys” in 
power will not let the downstate 
gang trash coal without warrant 
and brazenly attempt to steal 
more of our precious severance 
dollars in the name of the Gen- 
eral Fund to projects in the 
Golden Triangle. 

Our mountain region, through 
the labor of our coal miners and 
the innovations of the coal indus- 
try, has provided the relatively 
cheap electricity that all of Ken- 
tucky enjoys. Still, more often 
than not, we have gotten the short 
end of the stick. How many miles 
of two lane roads must we travel 
to get to Lexington or Frankfort? 

Only when our people — such 
as Former Gov. Paul Patton and 
Speaker Stumbo — rise to the top 
have we had a chance to get our 
share of the pie. May we continue 
to build upon the successes of the 
past and continue to develop and 
diversify Eastern Kentucky’s 
economy and in the process 
strengthen our whole state by 
pulling our rural areas that much 
farther into the twenty-first cen- 
tury. 

May Kentucky never fail to 
“lift up thine eyes unto the hills, 
from whence cometh thy help.” 



State prosecutors’

Feb. 27 deadline 
to sign for CDP 

LEXINGTON, Ky. — The 
USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) Administrator Teresa 
Lasseter has announced that the 
sign-up period for the 2005-2007 
Crop Disaster Program (CDP) 
will end February 27, 2009. 
Sign-up for Quality losses under 
CDP began June 23, 2008, and 
sign-up for Quantity losses be- 
gan October 15, 2007. 

The CDP provides benefits to 
farmers who suffered losses to 
their 2005-2007 crops from natu- 
ral disasters and related condi- 
tions. Producers who incurred 
qualifying quantity or quality 
losses in 2005, 2006 or 2007 may 
receive benefits for only one of 
these years. However, producers 
may apply for benefits for losses 
to multiple crops as long as the 
losses occurred in the same crop 
year. 

The ending date of Feb. 27 
applies to the receipt of a signed 
and completed FSA-840 applica- 
tion along with all supporting 
documentation and required 
forms at the applicable county 
FSA office.

Jan. 20 — “Members of the 
Kentucky Walking Horse Asso- 
ciation have ousted from their 
board a controversial former 
president and vice president who 
stepped down after the state 
breeders’ incentive fund began 
scrutinizing the organization last 
fall,” reports Janet Patton of the 
Lexington Herald-Leader. 

There is concern that funds 
may have been given to breeders 
who had violated the Horse Pro- 
tection Act. 

Earl Rogers, Jr., former presi- 
dent of the KWH A, and Gary 
Oliver, former vice president, 
deny that any money from the 
breeders’ incentive fund went to 
violators of the act, “but the Her- 
ald-Leader and state investiga- 
tions found 12 to 15 payments to 
violators, prompting a new Rac- 
ing Commission regulation to 
explicitly prohibit such payments 
in the future,” writes Patton, in 
the latest of a series of stories she 
has done on the subject 




ity of public forests, provide em- 
ployment for forest workers who 
have been displaced by the de- 
cline of timbering, and reduce the 
cost of fighting forest fires in the 
future,” Tim Marema reports in 
the Daily Yonder. 

The cost of fighting forest fires 
has tripled over the last 20 years 
and now consumes 42 percent of 
the Forest Service’s discretionary 
budget. “There’s plenty of work 
to be done removing hazardous 
fuels,” writes Marema. “The For- 
est Service estimates that from 50 
to 90 million acres need thinning. 
In 2007 the service had only 
enough money to treat 3 million 
acres.” 

There would be further ben- 
efits to creating healthy forests. 
Marema adds, “restoring water- 
sheds and streams, removing nox- 
ious weeds and other invasive 
species, maintaining roads and 
trails, taking inventories of tim- 
ber, and upgrading public forest 
facilities to be more energy effi- 
cient,” would also be possible 
with stimulus money. 

“The forest restoration initia- 
tive is a distinctly rural take on 
economic recovery,” writes 
Marema. “Forests are, by defini- 
tion, rural, and the rural commu- 
nities that are part of these for- 
ested lands have traditionally 
built their wealth on trees.

2.000 POINTS!! 

Eagle becomes first-ever MCHS 
player to reach scoring milestone

It was less than a month ago 
that Leslie Eagle broke the 
MCHS all-time scoring record, 
surpassing Leigh Ann Kelly- 
Wireman’s mark of 1,881 points. 
Now the Lady Cougar senior has 
reached yet another milestone 
with her 2,000th point of her ca- 
reer. 

“To have my name associated 
with 2,000 points is something 
I’ll remember for the rest of my 
life,” said Eagle on Tuesday. 
“From the time I was a freshman, 
that was my goal to score 2,000 
points. To realize that goal is un- 
believable.” 

The milestone basket came on 
a left-handed layup in the third 
quarter of the Lady Cougars’ 20- 
point blowout of Bath County. 
Eagle finished with 16 points in- 
cluding two-three point baskets 
in the first period. 

“It’s been a joy to coach Lou

and see her achieve something 
like this,” said Lady Cougar 
coach Jeff Brown. “She’s a spe- 
cial player who makes everyone 
around her better. When Lou is 
on top of her game, her team- 



mates follow suit. I’m so happy 
for her.” 

“Leslie has been a phenom- 
enal player her entire career,” 
said MCHS athletic director 
Chris Trusty. “The thing that 
makes her 2,000 points so amaz- 
ing is that she’s done it in a very 
unselfish manner. She’s also 
among the best passing guards in 
the region. She makes everything 
look so easy.” 

Many of Eagle’s baskets dur- 
ing her career have come cour- 
tesy of her outstanding defense. 
Perhaps no one in the region an- 
ticipates the passing lanes better 
than Eagle, which has led to her 
specialty — transition baskets. 

“When she gets out on the 
break, she’s hard to stop,” Brown 
said of his star guard. “She can 
hurt the opponent in so many 
ways. It’s great to have Leslie on 
your side.” 



Lady Cougars beat Bath County, 
fall to Lewis and Fleming

Morgan County - 53 
Bath County - 33 

Leslie Eagle reached yet an- 
other milestone in a storied high 
school career by scoring her 
2,000th point as Morgan County 
routed Bath County, 53-33, at 
Veterans Memorial Gym. 

Eagle’s historic basket came 
with a layup in the third quarter 
- one of five field goals in the 
game for the senior guard. Eagle 
finished with a game-high 16 
points, including two three-point 
baskets in the first period. 

Morgan County jumped out to 
an 1 8-2 lead after one quarter and 
never looked back. Besides 
Eagle’s six early points, baskets 
by Mary Beth Harmon, Maci 
Motley, Faith Slone and a three- 
pointer by Tessa Henry helped 
the Lady Cougars to the comfort- 
able advantage. 

Morgan added to the lead in 
the second period with three- 
pointers by Henry and Monika 
McCowan. Eagle, Slone and 
Brittany Stamper also scored 
baskets as Jeff Brown’s team 
pushed the lead to 34-9 at the 
break. 

Eagle’s milestone basket and 
Henry’s third three-pointer of the 
game highlighted a 19-point sec- 
ond half as Morgan cruised to the 
20-point win. 

Henry scored 12 for Morgan, 
while McCowan and Slone 
added seven and six points, re- 
spectively. 

Lewis County - 53 
Morgan County - 43 

Lewis County relied on a bal- 
anced scoring attack from eight 
players to offset 24 points from 
Leslie Eagle, beating Morgan 
County at Veterans Memorial 
Gym, 53-43. 

Lewis took control of the 
game from the outset, thanks to 
a trio of three-point baskets from 
Jessi Marth. The Lady Coguars 
were held to a lone field goal by 
Tessa Henry and six made free- 
throws to trail 21-8 after one 
quarter. 

Eagle scored seven of 
Morgan’s 12 second quarter 
points to trim the deficit to five 
at intermission. But Lewis pulled 
away again in the third period, 
outscoring the Lady Cougars 16- 
9 to push the lead back to double 
figures. 

Eagle kept the Lady Coguars 
close in the fourth period with 
nine points, including her second 
three-point bucket of the game. 
But Lewis got 13 second half 
points from Marth, along with 
field goals by Emily Lykins, 
Kaycee Denton and Brooke 
Perkins to close out the 10-point 
win. 

Eagle’s game high point total 
included a perfect eight-for-eight 
from the free-throw line. Henry 
finished with eight points for the 
Lady Cougars, while Brittany 
Stamper and Faith Slone scored 
four each. 

Denton, Perkins and Lykins 
scored a combined 25 points for 
Lewis County. 

Fleming County - 61 
Morgan County - 22 

Fleming County’s Kaylyn 
Emmons knocked down eight 
three-point baskets as host 
Fleming County routed the Lady 
Cougars, 61-22. 

Emmons outscored Morgan 
by herself, finishing with a 
game-high 31 points, including 
16 in the second half. The junior 
guard hit at least one three- 
pointer in each of the first three 
periods. 



The Lady Cougars scored no 
more than six points in any quar- 
ter. Leslie Eagle scored her only 
two baskets of the game in the 
first eight minutes. Eagle would 
manage only a free-throw the rest 
of the way to finish with a sea- 
son-low five points. 

“We literally stunk it up in 
every phase of the game,” Lady 
Cougar Coach Jeff Brown said. 
“They did everything right, we 
did everything wrong. You’re 



going to have those nights from 
time to time; you just hope to 
avoid them as much as possible.” 
Monica McCowan hit 
Morgan’s only three-pointer of 
the game and finished with five 
points. Shey Williams, Faith 
Slone, Brittany Stamper and 
Mary Beth Harmon scored two 
apiece. Brianna Lindon and 
Coral Hillman combined to hit 
four of six fourth quarter free 
throws.
